And What Have You

We are sure that most readers of 
the Abilene Reporter-News this past 
Sunday were as shocked as we were 
to find out that criminals receiving 
probated sentences in Taylor, Cal­ 
lahan and Jones counties pay $10 per 
month to the county for the term of 
their probations. This was pointed 
out as being on top of any fine that 
might have been imposed. 
We join the Reporter-News edi­ 
torial writer in questioning the wis­ 
dom of such a practice. In the first 
place, as the Reporter-News points 
out, "Certainly it is questionable 
public policy to require a probation­ 
er, a person most usually already 
down and out, one who already has 
made a mistake or he would not be 
in the clutches of the law, to pay 
$10 a month for his sin. Is this a 
therapeutic procedure for the reha­ 
bilitation of a person? It simply 
places an added monetary burden 
upon one who, in most instances, 
will find it hard to gain employment 
in the first place with his back­ 
ground. " 
To compound this questionable 
practice even further, it is pointed 
out that the three counties take in 
about$30,000 a year from this prac­ 
tice and spend only $16,369 on the 
program. Where state guidelines 
suggest there should be one proba­ 
tion officer for each 75 probationers; 
the single adult probation officer for 
Taylor, Jones and Callahan counties 
is currently handlin more than 550. 
Which means that those paying the 
fee or fine are not getting very much 
for their money in the way of reha­ 
bilitation which is the purpose of the 
program. 
It would be bad enough to just have 
one probation officer serving the 
three counties, if that was all the 
counties could afford, but when you 
find that they are taking in nearly 
twice as much as they are spending, 
it makes the whole program look 
pretty bad. 
We hope that this good job of re­ 
porting by the Reporter-News will 
bring about some needed changes in 
the program. 


For the benefit of all of you Cow­ 
boy fans—and there seems to be 
more of you now that the Cowboys 
are winning again—we thought that 
we would run the following informa­ 
tion from the Dallas Morning News 
that explains where the Cowboys 
stand in the NFL playoff system. 
After the action was over this past 
weekend the Cowboys and New York 
are tied for first place in the East­ 
ern Division since New York de­ 
feated St. Louis. 
If both the Cowboys and New York 
Giants, who play Los Angeles, win 
their final regular season games 
then they tie for the Eastern Divi­ 
sion title but the Giants advance to 
the playoffs because New York (6-2 
in the East) has a better divisional 
record than Dallas (5-3). If Dallas 
wins and the Giants lose, then Dal­ 
las is the outright champion and goes 
into the playoffs, where it would host 
the Coastal Division champion in the 
Cotton Bowl. 
If both Dallas and New York win 
next week and thus tie, then the Cow­ 
boys would still have a chance of 
landing the wild card spot in the play­ 
offs. Others in the running for the 
wild card spot are Detroit in the 
Central Division and either San 
Francisco or Los Angeles in the 
Western D i v i s i o n . If either the 
49ers or the Rams and Detroit lose 
another game and Dallas wins, then 
the Cowboys would be the wild card 
team. 
Detroit and the Rams, of course 
played Monday night and this game 
eliminated one or the other. Finally, 
if Detroit wins its final two games 
and Dallas wins over Houston, the 
Cowboys and Lions would tie for the 
wild card spot, both having the same 
Conference records and there would 
be a flip to determine the wild card 
playoff team.

Included were J. C 
Yeary, district conservation 
ist; Mike Wills of the State 
Railroad 
Commission; 
Pat 
Henson, Anson soil conserva­ 
tionist; Charles Stenholm, of 
the Stamford Electric Coop­ 
erative. 
Yeary told the group of 
the organization of a Re­ 
source Conservation and De­ 
velopment project which is 
’>eing created to help people 
to take latter care of natural 
resources. 
He pointed out 
that 
h o p e fu lly this will be 
presented to the Agriculture 
Department 
in Washington 
for approval within the next 
12 months. 
One of tho areas to be cov­ 
ered by the organization will 
he lo define tho soil pollution 
problem, then set out to solve 
it, he said. 
At the moment, Yeary said, 
RC&D 
is gathering facts 
from the 
11-county area 
which 
will be used as the 
basis for an application for 
funding from the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
if the program is recognized 
by the federal government, 
Yoary said a coordinator will 
be appointed to head the or­ 
ganization. 
Ho noted that, if the pro­ 
gram is accepted, it does not 
mean 
the funding will be 
automatic. He said that lo­ 
cal sponsors of tho project 
including the West Central 
Texas 
Council 
of 
Govern­ 
ments and area soil and wa­ 
ter conservation districts and, 
hopefully, 
city and county 
governments, 
might 
raise 
funds to support tho pro­ 
gram if federal aid it> not 
given. 
Jones, when asked if .state 
support 
might be gotten, 
saki that any sort of “new 
money" coming to the pro­ 
gram is doubtful 
because 
the next session of the legis­ 
lature is faecal with its big­ 
gest demand for dollars Sn 
history. 
Stenholm 
was quick to 
emphasize, 
however, 
that 
pollution, .salt or whatever, 
is now a rallying cry and th'* 
fact 
that 
program 
funds 
would go for the fight against 
contamination might have a

Jones said that when the 
oil industry came into the 
area, 
it was not realized 
that it would mean a salt 
problem to fanners and ranch­ 
ers in the future. 
It has been 
only eight 
years since the public became 
concerned 
that 
the 
salts 
produced by oil operations 
were 
beginning to pollute 
local water supplies, he said. 
Henson said, 
upon tieing 
questioned from the audience, 
that land which has been af­ 
fected by salt is difficult and 
costly to bring back to its 
tonner state. 
Many of those in attend­ 
ance said that salt in water 
seeping through the ground 
on their lands has destroyed 
wells, cisterns and tanks.

One of the comm on issues in 
product liability cases is whether 
the m anufacturer has given the 
user “fair warning” of possible 
danger. Generally speaking, the 
warning should he as conspicuous 
and as urgent as the danger rea­ 
sonably calls for. 
T o judge the adequacy of a 
particular warning, 
courts 
will 
weigh various factors. Thus: 
A 
label 
on 
paint, 
listing 
a 
dangerous 
ingredient, was held 
inadequate because the ingredient 
was described only by its chem i­ 
cal name, which few users would 
understand. 
And the warning on a cleaning 
fluid was held inadequate because 
it was printed in letters that were 
too small. 
On the other hand, when the 
warning is fair, it is not the m an u ­ 
facturer's fault if the user simply 
fails to pay attention to it. F or 
exam ple: 
An adhesive com pound placed 
too close to an open flame, ex­ 
ploded and injured the user. But 
when he sued for damages, the 
company 
pointed out 
that the 
label had a plain and positive 
warning of the danger. A ccord­ 
ingly, 
the 
victim's 
claim 
was 
turned down. 
Furtherm ore, 
m any 
dangers 
are so obvious that no warning is 
needed at all. As one judge put it: 
A knife will cut and a stove 
will burn; but no authority holds 
that m anufacturers must warn of 
such contingencies. No one needs 
notice of what he already knows.”

Enrollment Period 
Begins January I 


A very important 
date is 
near for some area residents 
on or age 65, stated Wayne

“General Enrollment Period” 
provided for under the Social 
Security Medicare law.
